“ Saved In a Minute/' was the 


topic with which Dr. Henry stirred 


a great Monday 
night 
audience. 


His text was Mark 10:56, “ And im ­ 


mediately he received his sight and 
followed Jesus in the way.” 
Th*' 
evangelist said in part: 
“ The paragraph from which the 
text is taken gives us one of the 
most graphic descriptions of con­ 
version to be found in the Bible. It 
suggests the experiences wrought 
which the soul must pass in order 
to obtain spiritual version. Bartin- 
eus’ cry was one of conscious and 
desperate need. 
He w'as blind, a 
beggar, 
helpless 
and 
humanly 
speaking, hopeless. 
Those things 
furnished the basis of 
his 
plea. 
Salvation is for the lost; recovery 
is for the wondering and forgive­ 
ness is for the guilty. 
There is 
no message in Die Bible for sin­ 
ners. 
This man made his appeal 
direct to Jesus. 
He w’as wise, for 
Christ alone has power on earth 
to forgive sins. 
The preachers and 
the priests never forgive anybody, 
but Jesus forgives and saves every­ 
body w’ho is willing to be forgiven 
and saved. 
“ This blind man possessed an in 
vincible determination to intercede 
with Christ. 
It was the first time 
he had ever been within hailing 
distance of the Master and he did 
not know that he would over have 
another oportunity, 
so was deter­ 
mined to make the most of this one 
chance, 
lf men would only use the 
first fair opportunity to become 
Christians, God would increase the 
church with ‘Flocks of Men.’ 
“ W ith Bartimeus it was now’ or 
never. 
Jesus never passed that 
way again. 
The Son of God heard 
his cry, halted the procession and 
sent for him.
